Ile declared that a policy of imperial­

army. 
“When the government conus 
from the people.” lie said, “the people 
will come from their homes to support 
it; hut when you build on brute force 
you have got to have an army to pre­ 
vent the people making faces at you.” 
Mr. Bryan asserted that the Republi­ 
cans are evading the question of ex­ 
pansion. and said that after having 
asserted over and ovey again that the 
silver question is dead, they resurrect. 
od it far beyond the predictions of 
Democrats. 
Important as was that 
issue, it could not be used to prevent 
adequate discussion of issues of more 
pressing questions.

A (H or ding to the statement of some 
of the parties engaged in the work , 
the task of mak ing the decennial ap- 
piaisE-rnent will be an ex pensiv e af­ 
fair. 
H is costing the city something ov er 
$200 for the 
serv ices of Appraiser 
Adam, and the board now at work at 
city hall will finish their work in 40 


days. 
Each member of the board of decen­ 
nial appraisers, six in nu mber, 
re­ 
ceiv e a salary of $5 per day , which 
v ill amou nt in all to $1,200, prov ided 
the work is completed within the 
4 0 
day s. 
This mak es a grand total of $1,4 00, 
which, in the opinion of a great many 
people, seems a big lot of money to 
pay for a task which 
cou ld as well 
be accomplished at one-half the ex ­ 
pense. 
It is held that the position of decen­ 
nial land appraiser is an u nnecessary 
one, since the decennial board prac­ 
tically mak es the appraisement. There 
is sca rcely a piece of property in the 
| city which will not req u ire some at­ 
tention at the hands of the board, and 
in a majority of cases the figu res will 
be changed. It will therefore be seen 
that the appraisement made by Mr. 
Adam has not been a correct one—at 
least not the v alu ation finally fix ed. 
A plan has been su ggested which, if 
carried ou t, wou ld sav e abou t half the 
ex pense and at the same time be mu ch 
more satisfactory .

LAW

According to the statem ent of some 
of the parties engaged in the work, 
the task of making the decennial ap­ 
praisement will be an expensive af­ 
fair. 
It is costing the city something over 
$200 for the 
services of Appraiser 
Adam, and the board now at work at 
city hall will finish their work in 40 
days. 
Each member of the board of decen­ 
nial appraisers, six in number, 
re­ 
ceive a salary of $5 per day, which 
will amount in all to $1,200, provided 
the work is completed within the 40 
days. 
This makes a grand total of $1,400, 
which, in the opinion of a great many 
people, seems a big lot of money to 
pay for a task which 
could as well 
he accomplished at one-half the ex­ 
pense. 
It is held that the position of decen­ 
nial land appraiser is an unnecessary 
one, since the decennial board prac­ 
tically makes the appraisement. There 
is scarcely a piece of property in the 
| city which will not require some at 
tention at the hands of the board, and 
in a majority of cases the figures will 
be changed. 
It will therefore be seen 
that the appraisem ent made by Mr 
Adam has not been a correct one—at 
least not the valuation finally fixed. 
A plan has been suggested which, if 
carried out, would save about half the 
expense and at the same time be much 
more satisfactory. 
In case it would 
be 
possible , to 
change 
the law regulating this part 
of the government of the state, the 
plan is to have three 
men 
of 
in­ 
tegrity and good judgm ent of any of 
the members composing the present 
hoard, they to receive a salary of $5 
per day and be allowed two months 
in which to make the appraisem ent 
*hich. it is argued, will be sufficient 
to complete the work, and that their 
decision be final in so far as the val 
nation in the city is concerned. 
Taking the above as a basis the 
appraisement could be made with less 
expense and in a much more satis 
factory manner than the plan now in 
nee. Under this system the cost of 
appraisement to the city would be 
fess than $900.

days. 
This makes a grand total of $1,400, 
which, iii the opinion of a great many 
people, seems a big lot of money to 
pay for a task which 
could as well 
be accomplished at one-half the e x ­ 


pense. 
It is held that the position of decen­ 
nial land appraiser is an unnecessary 
one, since the decennial hoard prac­ 
tically makes the appraisement. There 
is scarcely a piece of property in the 
$ city which will not require some at­ 
tention at the hands of the board, and 
in a majority of cases the figures will 
be changed. 
It will therefore be seen 
that the appraisem ent made by Mr.

The plans made contemplated leaving 
the train at the Union station at Ak­ 
ron. 
Pin k’s fright increased as the 
train neared Akron. He begged pite­ 
ously to be shot if a mob threatened. 
Washer did not consent. 
When the train carrying the negro 
Peck arrived here a carriage was wait­ 
ing at the railway station and Peck 
was quickly bundled into it. 
Troops were on guard at the railway 
station and along the route to the 
courthouse. 
So quickly and quietly 
was Peck brought into tile city, sen­ 
tenced and sent on to Columbus that 
but very few people knew what had 
transpired. 
There was no crowd at 
the railway station, either, when the 
train arrived or departed. 
Few who 
glanced at the rapidly-driven carriage 
suspected that it contained the man 
the furious mob of Wednesday night 
wanted to lynch. 
Peck was taken in 
at the rear door of the courthouse. 
There was a stir among the soldiers 
crowding to the rear of the courtroom. 
Judge D. J. Nye, of Elyria, presided. 
Two minutes after Peek reached the 
court Deputy Sheriff Ed Hershey read 
the indictment. 
Peck stood up with 
manacled hands. 
He pleaded guilty 
in a firm voice. 
His worn eyes 
shifted nervously about the room. 
Then he sat down and Prosecutor 
Wanamaker 
whispered 
with 
him 
briefly. Then J .dge Nye said: 
“Mr. Peck, you have heard the in­ 
dictment 
read charging you 
with 
criminal assault. 
You have pleaded 
guilty. 
Have you anything to say?” 
“I have nothing to say, except that 
I throw myself on the mercy of the 
court,” replied Peck. 
Continuing Judge Nye said: 
“In 
crimes such as that to which you have 
pleaded guilty there is but one penalty 
provided. 
That is imprisonment for 
life. 
It Is the Judgment of the court 
that you be confined in the peniten­ 
tiary for life. You must pay the costs 
of this proceeding, and that for the 
first 30 days of your imprisonment 
you shall be placed in solitary con­ 
finement”

Akron, o., Aug. 25.—Louis Peck, the 
negro, who criminally assaulted the 6 
/ear-old Maas child, pleaded guilty, 
was sentenced to prison for life and 
started to the penitentiary at Collun 
bus. 
The child, Rhoda Davidson, died at 
the City hospital. 
She was shot in 
the head while in lier mother’s arms 
during the riots Wednesday night. 
After leaving Cuyahoga Falls, while 
the train was en route from Cleveland 
to Akron, Peek begged Prison Keeper 
Washer to shoot him instantly in the 
event a mob was waiting at Akron 
The plans made contemplated leaving 
the train at tile Union station at Ak­ 
ron. 
Peek's fright increased as the 
train neared Akron. 
He begged pite­ 
ously to Im* shot if a mob threatened. 
Washer did not consent. 
When the train carrying the negro 
Peck arrived here a carriage was wait­ 
ing at the railway station and Peck 
was quickly bundled into it. 
Troops were on guard at the railway 
station and along the route to the 
courthouse. 
So quickly and quietly 
was Peck brought Into the city, sen­ 
tenced and sent on to Columbus that 
but very' few people knew what had 
transpired. 
There was no crowd at 
the railway station, either, when the 
train arrived or departed. 
Few who 
glanced at the rapidly-driven carriage 
suspected that it contained the man 
the furious mob of Wednesday night 
wanted to lynch. 
Peck was taken in 
at the rear door of the courthouse. 
There was a stir among the soldiers 
crowding to the rear of the courtroom 
Judge D. J. Nye, of Elyria, presided 
Two minutes after Peek reached the 
court Deputy Sheriff Ed Hershey read 
the indictment. 
Peck stood up with 
manacled hands. 
He pleaded guilty 
in a firm voice. 
His worn eyes 
shifted 
nervously 
about 
the room 
Then he sat down and Prosecutor 
Wanainaker 
whispered 
with 
him 
briefly. 
Then J .dge Nye said: 
“Mr. Peek, you have heard the in 
dictment 
read 
charging 
you 
with 
criminal assault. 
You have pleaded 
guilty. 
Have you anything to say?” 
I have nothing to say, except that 
I throw myself oil tile mercy of the 
court,” replied Peck. 
Continuing Judge Nye said: 
“In 
crimes such as that to which you have 
pleaded guilty there is but one penalty 
provided. 
That is Imprisonment for 
life. 
It Is the judgment of the court 
that you be confined in the peniten­ 
tiary for life. 
You must pay the costs 
of this proceeding, and that for the 
first 30 days of your imprisonment 
you shall be placed In solitary con­ 
finement.”

Nelson H. Van Vorhes of Athens was born in Washington county, Penn­ 
sylv ania. Jan. 23, 1822, and liv ed till he was past 70 years of age. 
He came 
to Ohio with his father when 10 years of age, and learned the printing trade 
at Athens, where th<* elder Van Vorhes was engaged in the publication of 
The Western Spectator, of which the younger became proprietor in 1845, 
later changed it to the Athens Messenger and published it until 1861, when 
he disposed of It. 
Mr. Van Vorhes was a Whig and became a Republican. 
He serv ed six 
teims in the legislature as a representativ e from Athens county, in the 
Forty-eighth, Fiftieth. Fifty-second, Fifty-third, Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth, 
being firgt elected in 1852. He was speak er of the Fifty-second. In 1852 he 
was elected probate judge, but resigned that office later to re-enter the legis­ 
lature. He was defeated for congress in 1858. and was a delegate to the 
national conv ention in 1860 that nominated Abraham Lincoln for the presi­ 
dency. 
He enlisted as a priv ate soldier in 1861, and was promoted through the 
v arious grades to colonel of the Ninety-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry. He 
resigned in 1863 because of failing health. 
He was elected to the Forty-fourth congress in 1874 from the fifteenth 
district, Athens, Meigs, Washington, Morgan and Monroe counties, and was 
re-elected from the same district in 1876. He was recognized as a man 
o t 
high legislativ e ability.

Mills Gardner of Washington C. H , Fayette county, was born In Brown 
county, Ohio, Jan. 30. 1830.

He clerk ed in a dry goods store for some years and then read law 
with Judge Nelson Barrere of Hillsboro, and was admitted to the practice 
in 1855.

Jacob Dolson Cox of Toledo, later of Cincinnati, was born in Montreal, 
Canada, Oct. 27, 1828. His parents were citizens of New York , residing tem­ 
porarily in Montreal. In 1846 he en­ 
tered Oberlin college, from which he 
graduated in 1851. In 1852 he remov ed 
to Warren, Trumbull county, where 
he was superintendent of the High 
school for three years. Meanwhile he 
had fitted himself*for the legal profes­ 
sion, and was admitted to the bar in 
1854. 
He was elected to the senate of 
the Fifty-third general assembly in 
1859 from the Twenty-third senatorial 
district, and was at once recognized 
as the Republican leader of the body, 
along with James A. Garfield. In 1861 
he was commissioned a brigadier gen­ 
eral by President Lincoln, and for a 
time had charge of the organization 
of the v olunteer troops of Ohio. In 
July of that year he was assigned to 
the command of the Kanawha brigade, 
operating in West Virginia, and performed brilliant and efficient serv ice. 
In 1862 he was assigned to the Army of Virginia, under General Pope, 
serv ing in the Ninth corps, to the command of which he succeeded when 
General Reno was k illed at South Mountain, and led the corps gallantly at 
Antietam. On the 16th of April, 1863, he was placed in command of the 
District of Ohio, and also a div ision of the Twenty-third corps. He serv ed 
under General Thomas in the Atlanta campaign and in the campaigns of 
Frank lin and Nashv ille. 
He fought the battle of Kingston, North Carolina, 
March 14, 1865, and united his forces with those of General Sherman. After 
the close of the war he resigned his commission and again entered civ il life. 
In 1865 he was the Republican candidate for gov ernor, and defeated 
General George W. Morgan, Democrat, by a v ote of 223,642 to 193,797. During 
the controv ersy between congress and President Johnson in 1868, and later, 
he espoused the cause of the latter. He was appointed secretary of the in- 
trior in March, 1869, by President Grant, but differing from the policy of the 
administration, he resigned in December, 1870, and returned to Cincinnati, 
where he had located in the practice of the law. 
In 1873 he was made president of the Toledo, Wabash and Western rail­ 
way, and remov ed to Toledo, and in 1876 was elected to the Forty-fifth con­ 
gress from the Sixth district. Lucas, Ottawa, Williams, Fulton, Henry and 
Wood counties.

According to the statem ent of some 
of the parties engaged in the work, 
the task of making the decennial ap­ 
praisement will be an expensive af­ 
fair. 
It is costing the city something over 


$200 for the 
services of Appraiser 
Adam, and the board now at work at 
city hall will finish their work in 40 
days. 
Each m em ber of the board of decen­ 
nial appraisers, six in number, 
re­ 
ceive a salary of $5 per day, which 
will amount in all to $1,200, provided 
the work is completed within the 
40 
days. 
This makes a grand total of $1,400, 
which, in the opinion of a great many 
people, seems a big lot of money to 
pay for a task which 
could as well 
be accomplished at one-half the ex­ 
pense. 
It is held th at the position of decen­ 
nial land appraiser is an unnecessary 
one. since the decennial board prac­ 
tically makes the appraisem ent. There 
is scarcely a piece of property in the 
f city which will not require some a t­ 
tention at the hands of the board, and 
in a majority of cases the figures will 
be changed. 
It will therefore be seen 
that the appraisem ent made by Mr. 
Adam has not been a correct one—at 
least not the valuation finally fixed. 
A plan has been suggested which, if 
carried out, would save about half the 
expense and at the sam e time be much 
more satisfactory. 
In case it would 
he 
possible , to 
I change 
the law regulating this part 
of the government of the state, the 
plan is to have th ree 
men 
of 
in 
tegrity and good judgm ent of any of 
the members composing the 
present 
board, they to receive a salary of $5 
per day and he allowed two months 
in which to make the appraisem ent, 
which, it is argued, will be sufficient 
to complete the work, and th at their 
decision be final in so far as the val­ 
idation in the city is concerned. 
Taking the above as a basis the 
appraisement could be made with less 
expense and in a much more satis- 
factory manner than the plan now in 
nae. 
Under this system the cost 
of 
appraisement to the 
city would be 
Jess than $900.

Washington, Aug. 25.—A cabinet offi­ 
cer i.s authority for tile statem ent th at 
alleged differences among the powers 
brought on by the reported action of 
liussia have not disturbed this gov­ 
ernm ent in the least, aud there is no 
information iu possession of this gov­ 
ernm ent tiiat Russia has declared war 
o r that she is pursuing a course in any 
w ay different from that of other gov­ 
ernm ents represented in China. It was 
also said that the statem ents regarding 
Russia had not received consideration 
a t the meeting of Hie cabinet. 
Regarding tin* attitude of th s gov­ 
ernm ent in 
case serious differences 
am ong tile powers should arise us to 
their future course in China, it was 
stated on authority that this govern 
m aut remained opposed to any terri­ 
torial division of China* as was oluin- 
I.v stated in Secretary lla y ’s note of 
J u ly 3. 
Every resource of diplomacy 
will be exhausted to prevent partition 
o f the empire, and it was said th at the 
diversion of tile American troops to 
Manila, already announced by the w ar 
departm ent, was practical evidence 
to the other powers of the good faith 
o f the United States in this matter. 
O ur work in China has been accom­ 
plished in large part by the relief of 
th e legations and our further obliga­ 
tion, that of aiding to restore and 
m aintain peace, eau lie accomplished 
through our troops already on Chinese 
aoli. 
It is pointed out, however, th at In 
view of the attitude already assumed 
*>y the United States aud the large 
p a rt it has had in opening the way to 
Peking, this government is iii a posi­ 
tion to demand commercial freedom 
In China, as a minimum condition of 
the final settlement in tile event of 
territorial division of the Chinese em 
pire, should that lie accomplished. Tile 
United States, of course, w ants no ter­ 
ritory, and it is felt flint her rights as 
to commercial freedom are too clear to 
be gainsaid by the other nations inter 
es ted. 
After the cabinet melding there was 
an extended conference at the whit! 
bouse, in which Secretary Root and 
Acting Secretary Alice participated. 
T h e conference related to Chinese a f 
fairs, and it was said to tie confined 
largely to considering messages re­ 
ceived from other powers on the sub­ 
ject, and in drafting answers to them. 
The suggestion that the powers be ask­ 
ari to participate In a conference or to 
give some indication of future pur- 
fioses in China was believed to be tin­ 
gler consideration, and it was intimated 
th at notes to the different flowers 
have been prepared. 
Secretary Root

and covered Hie wide field of Chinese 
affairs.

H. VAN V O R H E S . 


Nelson H. Van Vorlies of A thens was born in W ashington county, P en n ­ 
sylvania, Jan. 23, 1822, and lived till he was past 70 years of age. 
He came 
to Ohio with his fa th e r when IO years of age, and learned the p rin tin g trade 
at Athens, where th<* elder Van V orhes was engaged in the publication of 
The W estern Spectator, of which the younger became 
proprietor in 1845, 
later changed it to the A thens M essenger and published it until 1861, when 
he disposed of it. 
Mr. Van V orhes was a W hig and became a Republican. 
He served six 
term s in the legislature as a representative from 
A thens county, in the 
F orty-eighth, Fiftieth, Fifty-second, F ifty-third, F ifty-ninth and Sixtieth, 
being first elected in 1852. 
H e was speaker of the Fifty-second. 
In 1852 he 
was elected probate judge, but resigned th a t office later to re-enter th e legis­ 
lature. 
He was defeated for congress in 1858. and was a delegate to the 
national convention in 1860 th a t nom inated A braham Lincoln for th e presi­ 
dency. 
He enlisted as a private soldier in 1861, and was prom oted th ro u g h the 
various grades to colonel of the Ninety-second Ohio V olunteer Infantry. 
He 
resigned in 1863 because of failing health. 
He was elected to the F o rty -fo u rth congress in 1874 from the fifteenth 
district, Athens, Meigs, W ashington, M organ and Monroe counties, and was 
re-elected from the sam e district in 1876. 
H e w as recognized as a m an of 
high legislative ability.

MILLS G A R D N E R . 


Mills G ardner of W ashington C. H., F ayette county, was born In Brown 
county, Ohio, Jan. 30, 1830. 
He attended the public schools and th e Ripley 
academy. 
He clerked in a dry goods store for some years and then read law 
with Judge Nelson B arrere of Hillsboro, and was adm itted to the practice 
in 1855. 
He was prosecuting atto rn e y of H ighland county for tw o terms, 
and then located at W ashington C. H., w here he built up a large practice. 
He was an original Republican, and was elected to the state senate in 
1861 from the F ifth Senatorial district, Clinton, Greene and F ay ette counties; 
was a presidential elector in 1864, and in 1865 was elected as a representative 
to the Fifty-seventh general assem bly, from Fayette county. 
In 1873 he was 
elected a m em ber of the constitutional convention. 
He was elected to the Forty-fifth congress in 1876 from the T hird dis­ 
trict, I ayette, Clerm ont, Butler, C linton and W arren counties, and served 
one term . 
He was a legislator of considerable ability and ranked high in his 
profession.

Jacob Dolson Cox of Toledo, later of Cincinnati, w as born in M ontreal, 
Canada, Oct. 27, 1828. 
His parents were citizens of New York, residing tem ­ 
porarily in Montreal. In 1846 he en-

In 1852 he removed 
to W arren, T rum bull county, where 
he was superintendent of the H igh 
school for three years. M eanwhile he 
had fitted him self'for the legal p ro fe s­ 
sion, and was adm itted to the bar in 
1854. 
He was elected to the senate of 
the F ifty-third general 
assem bly 
In 
1859 from the T w enty-third senatorial 
district, and was at once recognized 
as the Republican leader of the body, 
along with Jam es A. Garfield. In 1861 
he was com m issioned a brigadier gen­ 
eral by President Lincoln, and for a 
tim e had charge of the organization 
of the volunteer troops of Ohio. In 
Ju ly of th a t year he was assigned to 
the com m and of the K anaw ha brigade, 
operating in W est Virginia, and perform ed brilliant 
In 1862 he was assigned to the Arm y of V irginia, under General Pope, 
serving in the N inth corps, to the com m and of which he succeeded when 
Gen pi a1 Reno was killed at South M ountain, and led the corps gallantly at 
A ntietam . 
On the lt»th of April, 1863, he was p la ce d in com m and of th e 
D istrict of Ohio, and also a division of the T w enty-third corps. 
H e served 
under General Thom as in the A tlan ta cam paign and in the cam paigns of 
F ra n k lin and Nashville. 
He fought the b attle of K ingston, N orth C arolina, 
M arch 14, 1K65, and united his forces w ith those of G eneral Sherm an. A fter 
the close of the w ar he resigned his com m ission and again entered civil life. 
In 1865 he was the Republican candidate for governor, and defeated 
General George VV. Morgan, Democrat, by a vote of 223,642 to 193,797. D uring 
th e controversy between congress and P resid en t Johnson in 1868, and later, 
he espoused the cause of the latter. 
H e was appointed secretary of th e in- 
trio r in March, 1869, by President G rant, but differing from the policy of the 
adm inistration, he resigned in December, 1870, and re tu rn ed to C incinnati, 
w here he had located in the practice of th e law. 
In 1873 he was m ade president of the Toledo, W abash and W estern ra il­ 
way, and removed to Toledo, and in 1876 w as elected to the Forty-fifth con­ 
gress from the Sixth district. Lucas, O ttaw a, W illiams, Fulton, H enry and 
Wood counties. 
He was not re-elected, and returned to C incinnati, w here 
he continued the practice of his profession. D uring his la tte r years he drifted 
aw ay from the Republican party on m ost of the com m anding issues which 
a lte re d into public discussion between 1880 and 1895.
